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Response to Amendments/Arguments 

1. Regarding Applicant's assertion that Examiner has provided no motivation or 
suggestion to combine Neill and Price, Jr. et al., Examiner directs Applicant to Page 4 of 
the previously mailed Final Rejection. The motivation for implementing the braking 
system of Price, Jr. et al. on the device of Neill was "so that when a user pushed the 
cargo module into the guide, the cargo module would come to a gradual stop once the 
cargo lock engaged the guide lock, reducing or eliminating any disruption or damage to 
the contents of the cargo module." 

2. Regarding Applicant's assertion that there is no hint or suggestion in the 
references themselves and that the references are non-analogous art, Examiner directs 
Applicant to the "Response to Arguments" section of the previously mailed Final 
Rejection. Examiner maintains the position set forth. 

3. Regarding Applicant's assertion that the combination of Neill and Price, Jr. et al. 
still fails to includes all of the claimed limitations, Examiner points out that the guide lock 
(96, Price) of the modified Neill device engages with the cargo lock (80, Price) when 
moved in the slide direction , thereby receiving the cargo lock between the guide lock 
and one of the bottom and two sidewalls, to restrict the sliding movement of the cargo 
lock in the slide direction along the slide path, and to restrict removal of the cargo lock 
from the slide path (being pull up and out of the slide path), the guide having a retaining 
member (34, Neill) protruding into the inside slide path proximal the guide lock to restrict 
the sliding movement of the cargo lock member in a direction opposite the slide 
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direction along the slide path and to prevent the cargo lock from disengaging from the 
guide lock thereby securing the cargo module to the vehicle.
